Officials 
Million Has Been Passed 
by Ring. 


CHICAGO, May 28,—(4)—Sixty 
persous were under arrest in four 
cities today in connection with «n 
alleged widespread counterfeiting 
plot disclosed by Captain Thomas Cal- 
laghan, chief of the secret service of- 
fice here.
